oon Abe began his career with the City of Fort Wayne as a 


RE patrolman on February 1, 1951, and retired from the Police 
S Department in 1980. During his 29 years on the police force, 
Abe held every rank in the department--including that of 
patrolman, lieutenant, deputy chief, and chief of police. As 
chief of police, he was responsible for 350 employees and an 
annual budget of 8 million dollars. He was deeply respected 
by co-workers and superiors as a man of integrity and honor. 
He also demonstrated fairness, responsibility, and dedication 
to improvement of the Department'at all times.

ie His service in the U.S. Navy from 1943 to 1946 certainly 
Rise: heightened Abe's appreciation of the contribution rendered by 
Bs military veterans and led to has second career as Director of 
\ Veterans Affairs. Since his appointment in February, 1980, 
Abe has been a vital source of support for veterans and their 
families--not only in Allen County, but also in surrounding 
counties. Abe averages 85 personal interviews and phone 
calls per month, 19 claims/applications/reports, and $1 
letters received/sent on behalf of individual veterans or 
their families.

beginning February 25, 1980 through April 30, 1990, Abe has 
been a part of the Personnel Department staff for the past 
two years.
